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Office Park Would 
,900 Trips 
Daily For ’Vale

Corporate Place 93, a 59-acre office park 
proposed for the Lowell Junction area, 
would generate 5,900 vehicle trips per day, 
with eight percent of that traffic traveling 
through Ballardvale neighborhoods, the 
Planning Board learned this week 

Engineers from Vanesse/Hangen Asso- 
ciates of Boston Tuesday night presented 
the results of their study on the potential 
traffic impact of the industrial devel- 
opment, proposed for a site located off 
Route 93 near the Gillette plant. 

Burlington developer Richard Kelly of 
the R.J. Kelly Corp. has proposed a devel- 
opment of about 500,000 square feet of re- 
search and development office space, with 
more than 300,000 square feet to be located 
in Andover. Parts of the development would 
also be located in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury 

Traffic engineer Dermott Kelly told the 
planners he analyzed existing traffic in the 
area along with new traffic R.J. Kelly’s 
office park might create. According to the 
engineer, the new development would gen- 
erate a total 5,900 vehicle trips heading in 
and out of the office park each day 

During the morning peak hours, an esti- 
mated 815 vehicles would be entering the 
site, and 60 leaving; during the afternoon 
peak, 710 vehicles would be leaving, and 55 
entering 

As part of the study, Kelly said the engi- 
neers counted traffic at Compugraphic in 
Wilmington, the closest office building to 
the R.J. Kelly site (one mile from that 
site). About 97 percent of Compugraphic 
traffic enters from the Route 125/Route 93 
direction south of the site, the engineer 
said, and the remaining three percent trav 
els through Ballardvale north of the site 

He concluded that 92 percent of traffic 
from the proposed development would use 
Ballardvale Street in Wilmington, coming 
from south of the Kelly site; the remaining 
eight percent would come through the 
‘Vale's Andover Street/River Street area to 
the north 

The Compugraphic figures are ‘‘a pretty 
solid indication of where people will come

from to use an office building in this area,”’ 
Kelly said 

Main access to the Kelly site would be 
from Ballardvale Street, the engineer said 

- noting that Wilmington is scheduled to 
widen and improve that street, although the 
neighboring town’s plans are ‘‘still up in the 
air.”’ 

Kelly said a traffic light would not be

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Phillips Academy Alumnus On III-Fated KAL Plane 


One of the Americans who died when Soviet pilots 
shot down the KAL passenger plane in September 
was a deeply respected young alumnus of Phillips 
Academy. John Oldham, class of 1974, a recent 
graduate of Columbia Law School, was headed for 
Peking and a year of studying the Chinese language 
and law at Beijing University, in line with his 
interest in international affairs. According to the 
Washington Post, ‘‘Oldham originally had planned 
to take the Monday night flight on Korean Air 
Lines, but delayed his departure one day to help 
visiting Chinese scholars at Columbia find housing 
in Manhattan’s crowded upper West Side. 

‘Friends and colleagues say the gesture was 
characteristic. ‘He did find them housing, too, when 
others were unable to,’ a law school staff member 
said. . .‘That was just like him, John was always 
available, he always went out of his way to help 
people,’’ Oldham’s Columbia Law professor, R. 
Randle Edwards, said. 

‘Oldham attended Andover Academy and Prince- 
ton University on scholarship, working in pubs and 
doing custodial work on the side. He went on to win 
a Fulbright scholarship for a year’s study in Gene- 
va and had accepted a job for next year at the 
Washington law firm of Surrey and Morse to specia- 
lize in international relations.”’ 

At Phillips, where he attended four years, Old- 
ham is remembered as an outgoing, responsible 
student leader and president of his cluster of dormi- 
tories who also held down two jobs to earn his 
tuition money, coached, participated in community 
service, served as a key figure in bridging the gap 
between faculty and students in that troublesome 
era, and still managed to make Honor Roll all three 
terms his senior year. 

In a Boston Globe article published just a few 
days after the tragedy, a former PA teacher and 
close friend since, concludes, ‘‘At 26, having added 
a law degree and extensive study of development 
economics to his practical experience, he was on 
his way to a teaching assignment in China—and to a 
career that certainly would have had as one of its 
keynotes the independence of Asia from Russia and 
American power politics. . 

‘John was caught, in the end, in a place where his

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A Summer Of Discipline Proves Musically Rewarding

They spent their summer immersed in 
physical and mental discipline, striving to 
achieve their personal best while pulling 
their weight as part of a team, through heat 
and rain, a grueling travel schedule and 
intense competition — and they loved it all. 

Andover teenagers Dana Atwood, 18, of 
Samos Lane and Kim Olsen, 16, of Far- 
rwood Drive toured with the Alliance Drum 
and Bugle Corps of Greater Boston this past 
summer. It was the first time either one 
had played with a drum and bugle corps; 
they found it demanding, but a lot of fun as 
well 

The Alliance is made up of several older 
corps that are now defunct (including the 
Rockland Defenders and the North Shore 
Stars), and as ‘‘the new kids on the block, 
we had to be extremely good to catch up,”’ 
Dana notes. 

After a summer of competing in the open 
class of Drum Corps International (DCT), 
against groups from across the country as 
well as Great Britain, the Alliance’s star is 
clearly rising: The group finished 14th in 
the finals at the Orange Bowl in Miami, 
missing the ‘‘very elite’’ top twelve ranking 
by just a few points. And the Alliance fin- 
ished fifth in the DCI east coast division, for 
a ‘‘very, very good year,’’ Dana adds 

Both Dana and Kim joined the 128-mem- 
ber corps last spring. Kim auditioned in 
Boston and endured one ‘‘awful’’ week 
waiting to find out if she had made it; Dana 
was asked to join and did not have to audi- 
tion. Dana had ‘‘always been intrigued’ by 
drum corps, but Kim was inspired when 
Alliance instructors came to Andover last 
fall to work with the high school band. ‘‘It 
sounded interesting,’’ she remembers 

Kim, the daughter of Ethel and Arthur 
Olsen, Jr., speaks quietly and smiles easily 
She is a junior at Andover High School, 
where she is ‘‘very involved in music.’’ She 
plays French horn in the band and belongs 
to the Hand Bells Orchestra, and also en- 
joys tennis. She is interested in a career in 
medicine 

Dana, serious and soft-spoken, is the son 
of Faith and John Atwood, a 1983 AHS 
graduate and a freshman at the University 
of Lowell. He plays the snare drum in the U 
Lowell marching band, and is considering a 
career in music, or possibly psychology. 

Alliance members are 13 to 21 years old, 
and they come from all over the state, with 
a few, from other New England states and 
two from England. Drum and bugle corps 
are much like marching bands, Dana ex- 
plains, but they are ‘‘all brass and drums — 
no woodwinds’’, and they are spiced with a 
color guard bearing rifles and flags 

Every corps has its own musical identity, 
he says, from jazz to classical to ‘‘British.”’ 
The Alliance corps — dressed in blue and 
white tunics, black pants and plumed hats 
a ‘‘pop-aggressive’’ style, and 
plays music ‘‘people can relate to."’ (This 
summer their show included ‘‘From Mighty 
Oaks ‘Sunrise Lady’’, the theme from 

Flashdance”’ and ‘‘Lady”’ 

And the corps marches in ‘‘very precise’’ 
routines, Kim says, designed by Broadway 
choreographer George Zingali (who also 
designed the drill for this year’s national 
champions ) 

Kim learned to play third soprano, a 
bugle with the range of a trumpet, and 
Dana learned to play the contrabass, a 
bugle with the range of a tuba. They also 
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Dana Atwood and Kim Olsen in Alliance Drum Corps uniforms 


learned the intricate marching maneuvers 
from ‘very understanding” instructors. 

In June the corps began rehearsing every 
night and all day on Saturdays, with a few 
competitions on weekends before beginning 
the DCI competition tour in late July 

During their first rehearsals, Kim and 
Dana began to understand how all-con- 
suming playing in a drum corps could be. 

‘Sometimes it would be hot, but we real- 
ly didn't notice,’ Kim says. ‘‘We were 
totally blind to it — we just weren’t thinking 
about how hot it was. But if we started kind 
of dragging, then we'd have to do 60 push- 
ups 

But the group’s discipline usually came 
from within, Dana adds: ‘There weren't 
too many times when we had to do push- 
ups. Everyone had a good attitude.”’ 

The competition took them from cities in 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania to Michigan 
and Ontario, before winding up at the 
Orange Bowl in late August 

The corps rolled from city to city in three 
buses (un-air-conditioned buses, Dana 
points out). They usually arrived at their 
destination around 4:30 am., and after 
breakfast found a playing field where they 
could practice all day. After a nighttime 
show, it was ‘back on the bus and we'd 
start again,’’ Dana says. 

It may sound daunting, but ‘‘it was fun,”’ 
Kim says. ‘‘I learned a lot on the bus rides 

we got to know each other really well 
You could talk to anybody about anything, 
and if anybody had a problem, everyone 
would listen and try to help.” 


Inevitably, along the way there were 
‘‘just some days when it was really humid, 
or raining, and we just didn’t feel like 
practicing,’’ she remembers. ‘But even 
then, once we were out on the field and 
started working, we got to like it — you had 
to. If you didn’t, you’d just go crazy.” 

Dana says he learned some important 
lessons about life on the practice fields, 
‘lessons about doing your personal best. I 
learned that you can be as good as you want 
to be, as long as you’re willing to put the 
work into it. It taught me to just do my best 
all the time, do it right — put my all into 
it.” 

Both agree, however, that the best part of 
the tour was performing. ‘‘At the first 
show, I was scared. I was worried that I 
might make a mistake,’’ Kim says. 
‘‘There’s a large crowd, thousands of peo- 
ple watching. During the movements you 
can hear the crowd applauding, but you 
block out everything. And then you feel 
good. You think, Wow, we're really doing it 
right all that work has paid off.’’ 

Dana says he was usually ‘‘nervous and 
tense before a show started, but once it 
starts, you go there and have fun. I’ve 
always liked music because you can reach 
out and make people in the audience enjoy 
it — and this is just a different medium for 
doing that.”’ 

Judges ranked the competitors at every 
show, and the competition was tight during 
most of the summer, Dana says. ‘‘We were 
looking for the finals, and it got very close. 


It's something like a football team — it gets , 


pretty aggressive. 

After a loss, ‘‘the worst thing is knowing 
you could have done better,’’ he says. ‘‘The 
food on the tour, not getting enough sleep, 
the weather, all become secondary when 
you're looking to be the best. When you 
lose, it’s disappointing. That was hard for 
me 

‘You keep thinking, if I‘d done this, and 
this and this, if I hadn’t turned a little too 
early, maybe we would have won,”’ Kim 
adds. ‘‘Everyone does that.”’ 

But after a win, ‘you feel so proud,’’ she 
says, grinning. ‘You grow taller, and you 
think, We finally did it!”’ 

As the summer wore on, the Alliance 
perfected their show: ‘‘They taught us how 
to project confidence. They helped you ex- 
press yourself, how to entertain people, 
play from inside yourself,’’ Dana explains. 
(‘‘And not look like robots out there,’’ Kim 
adds. ) 

And as the summer wore on, the corps 
members became increasingly motivated 
to win in Miami. ‘‘Each day on the tour, you 
get more and more into drum corps,’”’ Kim 
says. ‘‘We were just going out there and 
doing our best to show we could do it.” 

The Alliance corps ‘‘just missed”’ ranking 
with the top twelve in the international 
competition in Miami. Despite their disap- 
pointment, Kim and Dana unabashedly ad- 
mire the first place winners, the Garfield 
(N.J.) Cadets 

“They were very military, very precise 
in their drill,’’ Kim says. ‘‘We were precise

but they were ultra-precise. Everything, 
every horn angle, was exactly perfect.”’ 

Dana adds that the Cadets try to take 
their show ‘‘a step beyond drum corps. It’s 
very innovative. Their whole drill is very 
flowing. They combine professional musi- 
cianship with almost dancing.” 

Kim is already looking forward to anoth- 
er summer with the Alliance; winter prac- 
tices begin next month, when the group will 
begin learning a new show. 

‘Some of my friends think I’m absolutely 
nuts,’’ she says, ‘‘but I really enjoy it. 
Everyone there is striving, working their 
hardest and working together. You don’t 
mind practicing the extra hour at the end of 
the day 

‘At the end of the tour I said, I want to go

Monday’s field hearing is one of only five such 
hearings scheduled by the Education Committee.

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Stamp Collecting Month 
Has An Olympic Connection 


There’s an Olympic theme to National Stamp Collecting Month this October, Postmaster 
Edward J. Morrissey has announced 

The theme, ‘There's so much of the Olympics worth saving,’’ brings an added dimension 
to the month-long observance sponsored by the U.S. Postal Service in cooperation with the 
Council of Philatelic Organizations (COPO). The council's membership includes national, 
regional and local organizations involved in various aspects of stamp collecting. 

Throughout October post offices and local COPO organizations across the country will 
sponsor various activities calling attention to stamp collecting, the world’s most popular 
hobby 

The Postal Service has already issued 12 stamps and a postal card honoring the 

Olympics,’’ Morrissey said. ‘Sport fans and collectors alike should be aware there will be 
12 more stamps, two more postal cards and an aerogramme on Olympic subjects issued 
before next year’s Summer games in Los Angeles. This is the most comprehensive set of 
Olympic issuances ever and makes it possible for everyone to be part of the games,’’ he

Children learn basics of stamp collecting: what a stamp is, what types of stamps there 
are and how to go about starting a collection, and much more. They also learn about the 
history behind the stamps.

Christian Science Lecture 


Lecturer Clem Collins has no easy explanations for man’s 
inhumanity to man and the dark cloud of nuclear danger. As a 
member of the Christian Science Board of Lectureship, Col- 
lins ties his discussion of ‘‘Human Survival and the Peace of 
God”’ to Christ Jesus’ Sermon on the Mount. 

In an era of nuclear exploration, Collins clearly finds fresh 
relevance in Jesus’ searching descriptions of mankind’s rela- 
tions to God as the basis of lasting peace among men. 

A theme of his lecture, scheduled for Monday, Oct. 17, is the 
scriptural focus on the practical implications of God’s love. 
He finds inspiration in Jesus’ instruction: ‘‘If thou bring thy 
gift to the altar and there rememberest that thy brother hath 
ought against thee, leave there they gift. . .and go thy way; 


first be reconciled to thy brother and then come and offer thy 
gift.” 

The lecturer makes broad claims for this love which he 
feels is central to Jesus’ ministry. Collins states in his lec- 
ture: “It’s the one path to peace.” The speaker sees God as 
the source of all lasting love and harmony. Collins views love, 
not as a human emotion, but as a powerful, working God- 
derived force for good. ‘‘Everyone longs for it—for that love 
that reflects God’s love,’’ he says.

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Planning Board Withholds Vote 
On Country Club Earth Removal 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Until they have discussed the overall plan 
for re-designing section four of the Andover 
Country Club development, the Planning 
Board will not vote on the developer’s re- 
quest for an earth removal and regrading 
permit for that section. 

The planners indicated Tuesday night 
that they would discuss the country club 
development during a special meeting next 
Tuesday, and possibly vote on the regrading 
permit at that time. 

Engineer Paul Ferrante of Dana F. Per- 
kins Associates, representing developer 
Yvon Cormier, said this week the developer 
had hoped to begin regrading section four 
“within a week or so.”’ 

Cormier has also requested a special per- 
mit for a cluster development and approval 
of a definitive subdivision plan for section 
four 

Planner Russ Moran said this week he 
was unwilling to grant the earth removal 
permit without first discussing the ‘‘whole 
subdivision,’’ because approving the re- 
moval permit would amount to ‘‘de facto 
approval of the subdivision.” 

And Chairman Margaret Bradshaw said 
the board would discuss issues raised at this 
week's meeting before voting on the re- 
grading permit. 


Section four is located at the end of Can- 
terbury Street, where the country club’s 
clubhouse is located, and bounded by Bea- 
con Street and Route 495. According to 
Ferrante, the developer wants to relocating 
three fairways on the country club golf 
course (fairways seven, eight and nine) to 
make room for house lots. The house lots 
would not be started until the new fairways 
are ready for use in about two years, the 
engineer said. 

Ferrante said Cormier planned to open up 
five or six acres immediately, cutting down 
trees and removing the stumps, levelng an 
area along Route 495 and using that earth 
material to fill a new roadway. The devel- 
oper would then install a new watering 
system under the fairways. The area would 
remain open during the winter and would be 
loamed and seeded next spring, Ferrante 
Said. 

According to the engineer, it would take 
one month to regrade the section, and one 
month to prepare for the regrading work 


Last month, abutters of the development 
told the planners much of section one off 
Canterbury Street has yet to be loamed and 
seeded. This week, Ferrante said about 
seven acres remain open in sections one 


and two, ‘‘mostly”’ in roadways that are 
scheduled to be hot-topped within a month. 

But Nicholas Hill of Lowell Street main- 
tained that 15 to 20 acres remain exposed in 
the first two sections, and that earth 
material blows onto abutters’ property. 

He recommended that work on section 
four be delayed until spring to avoid caus- 
ing further problems for neighbors all win- 
ter: ‘You've got to pay attention to the 
neighborhood,”’ Hill said. ‘I see no reason 
on earth why this cannot wait until spring.” 

Ferrante told the planners that if prelimi- 
nary work is done this fall, the developer 
will be able to loam and seed the section 
early next spring, so that grass will begin 
growing sooner 


Stephen Cotton of Foster’s Pond told the 
board that in granting the special permit, 
they ‘‘can take into account — and should 
and must take into account — the cumula- 
tive effects of (earth removal and regrad- 
ing) activity’ at the country club. Cotton 
said the planners have the authority to 
delay granting the new permit until ‘‘the 
cumulative total is not unreasonable.’ 

Chairman Bradshaw pointed out that 
according to the planning board’s subdivi- 
sion rules and regulations, developers must 


not leave land exposed for more than 60 
days, and must take steps to control soil 
erosion and stabilization. 

Ferrante said he could not promise that 
excavated land in section four would be 
closed or stabilized within 60 days 

Robert Bradway of Chandler Circle told 
the planners that re-designing section four 
might affect traffic studies done for the 
section in 1979 — and might hold ‘‘implica- 
tions for moving other fairways.’’ Each 
section should be considered within the 
context of the entire 360-acre development,

Robert Finlayson, of Bartlet Realty 
Trust, the property owners, who sold the 
building to the town, said this week that the 
Kidder Wrecking Co. is currently at work in 
the building gutting the structure in antic- 
ipation of the demolition work to begin 
Monday morning. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
Wednesday that parking in the lot area 
would be banned beginning Monday and 
probably continue for a week at least. After 


the building is torn down, town crews will 
begin filling in the excavation and put ina 
temporary pavement, Permanent work on 
the parking lot will not begin until the 
spring, Mahony said 

The demolition of the building will also 
permit Finlayson to proceed with plans for 
a mall for his property, which extends from 
Park Street to the end of the parking lot. 

The Andover businessman, who will de- 
velop the mall himself, announced last 
week his intention of creating a mall facing 
the municipal parking lot, separated by a 
walkway and landscaping.

The school department was scheduled 
this week to begin reviewing potentially 
hazardous areas for walking schoolchil- 
dren, the “‘biggest hot spot’’ the schools 
face in establishing school bus routes, the 
School Committee learned last week. 

Business Manager Frank Paul last Tues- 
day told the committee the Police Depart- 
ment safety officer was scheduled to start 
reviewing road conditions in ‘‘potentially 
hazardous” areas this week. The safety 
officer will follow a set of guidelines ap- 
proved by both the school superintendent 
and the police chief in determining whether 
areas are unsafe for children walking to 
school, Paul said. 

In a report updating the committee on bus 
transportation this fall, Paul said elemen- 
tary school bus routes had been reviewed, 
and changes had been implemented at Ban- 


The department has re-instituted a third 
shift to clean West Junior High and Andover 
High School after Community Services pro- 
grams are finished using those buildings at 
night, Paul added. 

West Elementary School custodian Harri- 
son Davis told the committee that school is 
understaffed and needs another custodian; 
Chairman Richard Neal told him that rec- 
ommendation would have to come from the 
custodians’ supervisor, who reports to 
Paul. 

And last week the committee formally 
adopted a set of goals and objectives for the 
1983-84 school year; they had discussed 
those goals during earlier meetings. Among 
the seven major goals the committee will 
strive to achieve this year: to develop plans 
for the future direction of the school sys- 
tem, to start a quality assurance program, 
and to review and update their policies.

Committeeman Donald Robb commented 
that he had observed some dangerous be- 
havior at school bus stops recently: stu- 
dents running back and forth across the 
Street, or waiting in the middle of the 
street. Committee members said both par- 
ents and school officials should emphasize 
to students the importance of safety at bus 
stops 

Paul also updated the committee on the 
beginning of a new custodial management 
plan in the schools: the schools are “‘stay- 
ing the course’ with that plan, the manager 
said, although ‘‘progress has been slower 
than we thought.”’ 

The manager reported that despite a late 
Start on summer clean-up, ‘‘schools opened 
in a neater, cleaner, and more orderly man- 
ner than in previous years.”’

Above Norm 


The 360 Andover students who took last 
year’s Scholastic Aptitude Tests (SATs) — 
86 percent of the graduating class — once 
again “outperformed their counterparts 
throughout the nation,”’ the assistant super- 
intendent reported to the School Committee 
last week. 

Assistant Superintendent Charles Mitsa- 
kos told the committee Andover students 
scored higher than students across the 
country, in New England, and in the state — 
including students from suburban commu- 
nities economically and socially similar to 
Andover. 

Mitsakos added that Andover scores on 
the verbal portion of the SATs showed ‘‘sig- 
nificant improvement,’’ while scores on the 
mathematics portion showed ‘‘no stastical- 
ly significant change.” 

According to a written memo from the 
assistant superintendent, verbal SAT 
scores for the Class of 1983 averaged at 457; 
the Class of 1982 scored an average 442. 
This year’s averages ranged from 425 on the 
national level to 440 for Massachusetts sub- 
urbs comparable to Andover. 

Math scores averaged at 496 for the Class 
of ‘83, down slightly from 500 for the Class 
of ’82. Averages on the math SATs ranged 
from an average of 443 for New England to 
482 for Massachusetts suburbs similar to 
Andover.

statewide achievement standards for students, and 
a standardized statewide testing policy; computers 
in the classroom; the respective roles of state and 
local government on setting curriculum standards 
and other educational policies; evaluation of the job 
performance of teachers and school administrators 
and the role such evaluations should play in deter- 
mining promotions and salary increases. 

Since early September, Tucker and other mem- 
bers of the Education Committee have been hear- 
ing testimony from specialists who research and 
study the field of education. Those hearings oc- 
curred at the State House in Boston. 

By contrast, Monday’s field hearing will be open 
to testimony from the general public as the com- 
mittee ventures out of Boston to solicit comments 
from citizens involved with education at the local 
level. 

The committee’s findings, based on the field 
hearings and the State House testimony, will be 
published in a report in mid-December. 

Recommendations for new legislation, programs 
and standards will be included in the report, Tucker 
said.

gone down, the sergeant returns to the center twice 
a week for esophageal speech training which he 
masters in about five months. (Persons may take 
three to 12 months to become expert at esophageal 
speech.) He wanted to go back to work after that 
time 

Another typical story is a couple who are con- 
cerned that their four-year-old son has a very lim- 
ited vocabulary and is extremely difficult to 
understand, Dignam went on. Their nine-year-old 
had similar problems and is now in speech therapy 
in school but is also having reading and other 
learning problems. He also felt he couldn’t learn 
like his classmates and had a bad self-image. Their 
original pediatrician in another part of the country 
had shown little concern about the older child and 
had encouraged them to let him ‘‘grow out of it 
naturally.”
